Climatic Cktnici In KansM.

One of the moat interesting and in- 


structive boob ever written is George 
P. Marsh's "Man and Nature." 
It 


abounds in facts, indicating the charac- 
ter and in some degree the extent of the 
changes produced by human action in 
the physical condition of the globe by 
the transfer, modification and extirpa- 
tion of vegetable and of animal species; 
by forests, their destruction or planting; 
by water, sands, etc. It is surprising 
how interesting be baa made common- 
place subject*, aad what a fund of in- 
formation he has collected from fields 
others have traversed again and again. 


Much information of Ike tame charac- 


ter may yet be obtained if people will 
but keep their eyes open, and record 
what they Me. It ia a well known fact 
that Kansas used to be swept by hot, 
dry winds that were both unpleasant 
and damaging. It was supposed when 
Kausat was known at/the "Great Ameri- 
can Desert," that these winds came from 
outside the State, but it is now known 
that they form within it 
The vast 


prairie tued to be covered with wild 
giMH, which afforded little protection to 
the earth's surface. Nearly every fall 
this grass from various causes was set 
afire, .and hundreds of mile* of'surface 
were burned over. From these fires and 
exposure to the rays of the sun, tbe sur- 
face of the earth became intensely heat- 
ed, and soon communicated its tempera- 
ture to the surrounding atmosphere, 
which in the summer months was a ter- 
ror to the prairie traveler. 


But there has been a 
noticeable 


change in the climate of Kansas, during 
tfc« past few yearn. The breaking up of 
the prairie lands, the planting of forests, 
'the prevention of fires.and tbe conse- 
quent epr*ad of rank wfld grmet has 
i tended to increase the humidity of the, 
'air. The rain which fell, instead of im- 
mediately flowing bfl In streams, was re- 
tained in tbe soil, and in various ways 
kept the atmwpbwr in a tolerably votet 
'coidltfon. *. a NMlC it f» stated on 
jgood authority that raioi are more fre- 
quent, and although the rainfall is not 
Apparently much greater, than in former 
iyears, it is a fact that whereas formerly 
ithe rain fell in vasf quantities, and in 
•violent »tor»iK that flooded the rivers 
and washed out railroad bridges, it is 
now gradual and falls in gentle showers. 


It is possible that th« great alkaline 


deserts of the Wwt. upon which it is 
haid nothing but the wild tage-broih 
will now grow, may be reclaimed iu the 
same manner.
